Dear Ibpartment 

The Ninth Conference of Palestine Offices 
in the Arab countries took place at Arab League 
Headquarters from January 25 to January 31* under 
the chairmanship of Seif Edcin el Kailany, Under¬ 
secretary of the Jordanian Ministry of Reconstruction 
and Development. 

2. The Cairo pross stated that there wore 
thirteen items on the agenda, and specified the 
following twelve: racial discrimination in Israel; 
increased Jewish emigration from Bulgaria, Roumania, 
and South American countries into Israel; atomic 
development in Israel; the production of bacteriological 
weapons in Israel; Israeli attacks on the Syrian 

and Jordanian frontiers; the transfer of U.N.R.W.A's 
Head Office from Beirut to Jerusalem; the frozen 
bank accounts in Israel of refugees; Israeli 
infiltration into Africa and Asia; the activities of 
Zionist and Jewish organisations throughout the world; 
Israeli-German relations; Israeli attempts to 
have German scientists withdrawn from the U.A.R.; 
and the re-export to Israel by Yugoslavia of crude 
oil imported from Iraq.

3. At the final meeting of the Conference Dr. Nofal, 
Assistant Secretary-General of the Arab League, announced 
that it had made a number of recommendations, which 
would be submitted to the meeting of the Arab League 
Council to be held on March 20. Among them were 
recommendations urging the Arab governments to set 

up Consulates and other establishments in Jerusalem; 
to have U.N.R.W.A. headquarters moved to Jerusalem 
from Beirut; and to prevent Israel opening a 
Tel Aviv-Madrid air route.
